Editorial. 

Our 50th Anniversary. 

In our previous Magazine I explained how the 
Dutch Society Neerlandia started 50 years ago. 
Now I would like to explain, why the Dutch 
Migrants of the early 1950’s formed so many 
Dutch oriented Clubs and Associations in Perth. 
The simplest explanation was loneliness and being 
homesick. When the early 1950 migrants arrived 
in Perth, they may as well have landed on the 
moon. Suddenly all ties with the Netherlands were 
completely cut and the only thing they had left 
were memories. 

Those days there were no Social Media; no one 
had a telephone and expensive calls could only be 
made from a phone box somewhere in the 
neighbourhood; TV’s had not been invented as 
yet; the local radio stations (if one was lucky 
enough to have a radio) only broadcasted 
Australian and English News; letters took 6 weeks 
to arrive and newspapers took 8 weeks or more. 
Ifbyou did not know the English language very 
well, one had to use sign language and Dutch/ 
English words in a shop, to get what you wanted. 
The local shop attended, not used to non English 


speaking people, made no attempts to understand 
the early migrants and a simple: ”We haven’t got 
it,” was usually the stock answer. 

Coffee loving Dutch migrants could not buy a 
decent cup of coffee anywhere. In the very few 
lunch Bars then called Tea Rooms, the tea loving 
Australians made coffee with Chicory. 

If one wanted to buy breakfast, the best offer 
usually was Fish and Chips or a Pie with Chips 
and Salad. (The salad being just plain lettuce with 
some cut-up tomatoes. 

The home-sick Dutchies reacted to this in two 
different ways. Some saved hard and could not 
go back to the Netherlands fast enough, but the 
majority knuckled down, worked hard to make a 
go of it and what is not surprising, they mostly 
succeeded and did well. 

However, the lack of contact with the family 
back home,”Gezelliheid”, Dutch ctivities, 
resulted in an explosion of Clubs making up for 
this vacuum. Activities such as Soccer Clubs, 
Male, female or mixed Choirs, Chess Club, 
Chequers Club, “Toneel” Club, Klaverjas Clubs, 
Dance Clubs etc were successfully formed. 

Was it any wonder that, when the Dutch Club 
Neerlandia was established in 1969 and and 
started fundraising, 1500 people attended a New 
Year’s Eve Ball at the Showgrounds with two 
bands playing. A Klaverjas Tournament saw over 
250 people participating. 

When St. Nicholas and his Black Piets arrived at 
the Barrack Street Jetty, mounted a white horse 
and was escorted by Marching Girls, a Band on a 
large truck and mounted police. The parade went 
though the City to the Supreme Court Gardens. 
Thousands of Dutchies lined the streets and 
attended the St Nicholas event at the Supreme 
Court Gardens. 

Was it any wonder that Neerlandia and its 1500 
Members raised over $25,000 in less then 3 
years, enough for a deposit on a Clubhouse, 
$18,000 for upgrading, furniture and fittings. 

The Dutch Society Neerlandia should be very 
proud for bringing Dutch Gezelliheid to the 
Dutch Community 50 years ago.

Dutch King and Prime Minister 
praise Duncan Laurence for 
Eurovision win. 



The king and queen, and the prime minister 
have sent congratulations to Duncan Laurence 
for his Eurovision Song Festival win - the first 
Dutch victory since 1975. 

‘We are proud of Duncan Laurence, who has 
conquered Europe with his musical quality, 
delivered a win for the Netherlands for the first 
time in 44 years and brought the song festival to 
the Netherlands next year,’ king Willem- 
Alexander and queen Maxima said on Twitter. 
Prime minister Mark Rutte described 
Laurence’s performance of his ballad: “Arcade 
in Tel Aviv” as sublime and powerful and 
praised the way he made his position as the 
bookies’ favourite a reality. Eurovision pundit 
Leo Blokhuis told Dutch radio that Laurence 
was ‘eight times better than Madonna’ the guest 
performer, who was criticized for her 
‘excruciating’ performance in the break before 
the votes were announced. Laurence has a: ‘God 
-given voice,’ Blokhuis said. 

Duncan Luaurence was third after the jury 
results, but moved into the lead with the public 
votes. Italy finished in second place and Russia 
third. At a press conference after his win 
Laurence told reporters his heart was beating 
incredibly hard while the votes were being 
announced. 

‘The voting take a very long time. Next year we 
should do it differently, you could get a heart 
attack from it,’ he said. 

”1 didn’t dare to dream to win this trophy, 
because this is Eurovision and anything can 
happen,” he said. 

‘The Netherlands last won Eurovision in 1975 
with “Teach-In” and the immortal “Ding-a- 
dong.” The “Common Linnet” and “Calm after 
the Storm” came second in 2014. 


Aj ax sew up title as Groningen claim final 
European play-off spot. 

Ajax sealed a League and Cup double with a 4-1 
win at De Graafschap as the Dutch Eredivisie 
season drew to a close. 

The Superboeren made Ajax work hard in the 
first half, holding out for 37 minutes until Lasse 
Schone broke the deadlock with a free-kick. 
Three minutes later Youssef El Jebli equalised, 
but Hakim Ziyech restored the lead before half¬ 
time. Dusan Tadic struck twice after the break to 
finish the season on 28 goals and the joint top 
scorer with PSV’s Luuk de Jong. Matthijs de 
Ligt became the youngest team captain to lift the 
Eredivisie trophy in what is likely to be the 19- 
year-old’s last game for the club. 

A clutch of top European sides are chasing De 
Ligt’s signature, headed by Barcelona, who 
secured midfielder Frenkie de Jong’s services 
for €85 million in January. Forwards Ziyech and 
David Neres are also expected to leave in the 
summer. At the final whistle Ajax’s players 
changed into special shirts bearing the number 
34 as a tribute to their former team-mate Appie 
Nouri, who suffered irreversible brain damage 
two years ago after collapsing on the pitch, 
during a friendly match at Werder Bremen. 
PSV’s defeat in Alkmaar on Sunday virtually 
handed the title to Ajax, and Mark van 
Bo mm el’s side finished three points behind 
Ajax. Third-placed Feyenoord rounded off the 
season with a 4-1 win at Fortuna Sittard, while 
4th placed AZ lost 4-2 at Excelsior, who join De 
Graafschap in the end of season play-offs in the 
relegation battle. Vitesse Arnhem and Utrecht 
will both go into the play-offs for the last Europa 
League place on the back of 3-1 wins, away to 
VVV Venlo and at home to Heerenveen

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The ins and outs of Lemons, Oranges & Limes 


Practical uses for 
Lemons. 

RICE NINJA. 

Prevent rice from 
becoming sticky, add 1 
tbs of lemon juice to the 
water when cooking. 

When cooled, grains will separate as you fluff it 
with a fork. 

NATURAL ANT DETERRENT. Squeeze some 
lemon juice into the cracks where ants are entering 
your kitchen. They can't stand the smell. 

STAIN MA GICIAN. 



Get berry stains out of your clothes by soaking with 
lemon juice and letting it sit for 30 minutes. 


LETTUCE REVIVER. 


Add a little lemon juice to a bowl of cold water and 
soak the limp lettuce in it for one hour. Once dry the 
lettuce will be crisp again. Also use this tip to 
prevent cut-up fruit such as apple, avocado, potato, 
pear and cauliflower from browning. 
RUSTREMOVER. 


Remove rust stain from marble bench tops by 
adding lemon juice, then sprinkling baking soda on 
the stains and scrub with an (old) soft bristle 
toothbrush. 

MICROWAVE CLEANER. 


Get rid of hardened bits of food by mixing 3-4 tbs of 
lemon juice in a bowl with 1 1/2 cups of water on 
high for 8 minutes. The steam will soften the 
remnants, so a quick wipe with a rag will do. 


FRIDGE DEODORISER. 


Soak a sponge or cotton ball in lemon juice and 
leave in the fridge for a few hours.

The fruit Orange came before the colour. 

The word orange derives from the Arabic “naranj” 
and arrived in English as ’’narange” in the 14th 
century and gradually losing the initial “n”.

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Medemblik - the Watersports City 


Medemblik is a Municipality 
and a City in the Netherlands, 
situated in the province of 
North Holland and in the region 
of West-Frisia. 

It lies on the freshwater inland 
sea called: “The IJselmeer”. 

This area is protected from the North Sea by a giant Dyke called: ’’The 
Afsluitdijk”. 

History: 

Medemblik was a prosperous trading town, when in 1282, Floris V, Count of 

Holland, successfully invaded West Friesland. 

He built several fortresses to control the region, one of 
which was Kasteel Radboud (Castle Radbout) 

He also awarded Medemblik City rights in 1289. 

After Floris V had been murdered in 1296, the local 
Frisians besieged the Castle, but in 1297 an army from 
Holland thwarted their efforts. 

In June 1517, Medemblik was attacked from mainland 
Frisia by about 4000 pirates known as the Ammer 
Zwarte Hoop. 

Many Citizens fled to the Castle, which the pirates 
unsuccessfully besieged. Eventually, they took out their fury on the City, which they 
burned to the ground. But in time the City was rebuilt. 

Castle of Medemblik: 

In 1572, City Walls were constructed around Medemblik, so that the Castle lost its 
roll as a refuge for the Citizens, which led to it being partially dismantled in 1578. 
During the following Centuries, the Castle fell into decay, but in 1889 it became 
property of the Crown and was restored to be used as a Courthouse, which function it 
served until 1934. Anticipating the German invasion, the Rijksmuseum in September

1939 chose the Castle as the initial 
hiding place its famous painting: 

“Rembrandt's Night Watch.” 

Tourism: 

Medemblik has a picturesque, but 
small, inner City with many houses 
dating from the 17th and 18th century. 

There are two big Churches, an old 
orphanage, a City Hall and of course, 

Castle Radboud, which is just at the 
border of the inner City. 

There is also a Bakery Museum and a 
Steam Museum worth visiting. 

Here one can also catch a Steamtrain, which does a 
circular run of three Tourists Hot-spots: “Medemblik, 
Hoorn and Enkhuizen”. 

There are Holiday Parks all over the place with lots of 
attractive cottages for rent. This attracts thousands of 
tourists during the holiday season. 

Watersports: 

The steamtrain and station. Because of its location next to an extensive body of 
fresh water: “The IJselmeer”, Medemblik is famous for its water sports. 
Medemblik has no less than three large harbours next to the City Centre, so 
water sports lovers have enough to choose from. In addition the City has a 
Water Sports Centre of international allure, from where national and 
international sailing competitions are being organised.
